Just at present the transatlantic 
steamship companies labor under the 
delusion that their powers and Interests 
are superior to those of the United 
States of America, but they will get rid 
of that fallacious notion in good time. 

Many of the European countries are 
preparing to send their views on Immi- 
gration to the Government of the United 
States. It is not too much to say that 
their views on immigration are rather 
more welcome just now than some of 
the immigration itself.

No expedient has been suggested for 
the attainment of this purpose which 
equals the plan of Consular inspection 
for feasibility and simplicity. The Con- 
sular representative* of the United States 
an, as a rule, men of ability and integ- 
rity. The nature of the duties makes 
them familiar with the character of the 
population In their respective districts. 
Our Consuls should be required to ex- 
amine into the qualifications and ante- 
cedents of all would-be Immigrants to 
the United States. Those fit to become 
American eitinns should be provided 
with a Consular certificate entitling 



immigrant should be received here with- 
out such a certificate. 

There ought to be no difficulty In 
passing a measure for the Consular in- 
spection of Immigrants soon after Con- 
gress meets again. The question is not 
one of partisanship. It Is one of patriot- 
ism, and it Is the duty of Congress to 
deal with It promptly and effectively.

intolerable persecution, have been de- 
ported to the district of Tcherkesovo, 
about five miles from Moscow. There 
they are rigorously governed by priests 
of the Russian orthodox church, who 
require them to attend the services 
of that church, and to comply with 
Its various rules, watching narrowly 
for any sign of evasion or repent- 
ance. These priests have entire- 
supervision of the wretched col- 
ony, and the alleged converts from 
Judaism are only allowed leave to re- 
turn to MOSCOW upon a certificate from 
the priests certifying that tne convert 
holding such certificate is assured in 
the faith of the. orthodox church. 
When thus released from the ordeal at 
Tcherkesovo their troubles ore not over. 
The police and police spies keep a care- 
ful watch over them, and If they fall in 
ottention to their religious obligations 
as members of the orthodox church, 
they are reported as recanting to tho 
Jewish faith (Should the charge of re- 
cantation be established, the usual 
punishment is deportation to Siberia. 

The police have been making a car 
ful scrutiny of the birth papers of the 
Jews with a view to driving more of 
them out of the towns.none being al- 
lowed to reside in towns, except those 
who are natives. In Moscow, where 
the anti-Jewish crusiuie received a great 
impulse through the seal of Grand Duke 
Serglus, brother of the czar, and gov- 
ernor of Moscow, persecution continued 
with unabated severity. Jews who were 
not natives of Moscow have been given 
twenty-four hours to return to their 
native towns.
